Ladies and Gentlemen, Mem- 
bers of the Aberdeen-Angus Breed- 
ers’ Association of America: We 
have almost come to the close of 
another year and I believe we can 
look back upon it as one of the most 
prosperous our breed has ever ex- 
perienced. We can also justly con- 
gratulate ourselves on its having 
been one of unsurpassed progress. 

Sale records heretofore unheard of have been made and our 
cattle have been sent in quite substantial numbers to foreign coun- 
tries as well as to sections of our country where prior.to this time 
they were practically unknown. It has been my good fortune to 
exhibit Aberdeen-Angus cattle for the past 15 years, much of the 
time in new territory, and have thus been able to observe at first 
hand the interest aroused and the general impression our breed 
has made upon people whose privilege it has been to view repre- 
sentative animals of it for the first time, and I must say that I 
have never seen so much real interest as was displayed this year 
at the Pacific Coast shows where we exhibited, extending from 
Portland, Oregon, to Los Angeles and Riverside in southern Cali- 
fornia, and from informa- 
tion I have been able to 
obtain I am convinced that 
the same conditions have 
been noted by other exhib- 
itors who have shown their 
cattle in sections where 
the Doddies were an inno- 
vation. I mention these 
facts to show what is be- 
ing done and what may be 
accomplished in the future 
by our Association adher- 
ing to its present policy of 
widely advertising the in- 
herent superiority of the 
Aberdeen-Angus; in other 
words doing justice to our 
cattle by making known 
their phenomenal achieve- 
ments.

standing the fact that ours is so much vounger than either of them.

in the past few years in the South, 
which our esteemed member, Dr. 
Huggins so eloquently described to 
us last year as the “Land of Prom- 
ise.” I doubt if there is an indi- 
vidual among us who cannot re- 
member when it was considered an 
unusual occurrence for an animal 
of our breed to be sent into the 
as southern states. The time has been 
very short indeed that the merits of the Doddies have been known 
below the Mason and Dixon line. Yet what‘are the conditions to- 
day? Personally, I do not believe that Dr. Huggins, enthustiastic 
as he was, did the situation justice in his address to you last year. 
It is little short of marvelous that a beef breed should make such 
rapid progress in so limited a time in a section of the country 
where the business of producing beef was practically unknown a 
decade ago. And please do not overlook the fact that the oppor- 
tunities for development are just as great in our eastern and west- 
ern States, which are outranked by the South now only for the 
reason of their having been given very little attention by our As- 
sociation until quite recently. I appeal to you as members of this 
Association and as alert 
business men and women, 
vitally interested in your 
favorite breed’s welfare, 
aS well as your own suc- 
cess, to give due and ear- 
nest consideration to these 
facts before abandoning 
the progressive policy now 
being pursued by our As- 
sociation. 

During the past ‘year 
there has been some criti- 
cism of the increased cost 
of running the Association 
affairs. The slight in- 
crease in fees made neces- 
sary by the added cost of 
doing business, as well as 
the increased costs for ed- 
ucational work for the pur- 
pose of enlarging our field 
of activities, has been the 
subject for much adverse 
comment. This I attribute 
largely to the fact that 
many of our members are 
not familiar with the ex- 
tension work that our As- 
sociation has been endeav- 
. oring to accomplish, and I 
believe that when they are fully informed of what is being done, 
they will view the matter from a different angle. I earnestly be- 
lieve that every dollar wisely spent in publicity and educational 
work will some day be returned many fold, and that every Aber- 
deen-Angus breeder will. benefit cither directly or indirectly 
thereby. ‘ 

Our country is now passing through a period’ of economic tran- 
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sition, conditions are unsettled and the pessimist is at large pre- 
dicting all sorts of dire calamities, and it is indecd a time when we 
must carefully meet the issue at hand, do away with war time ex- 
travagance and adopt a finarcial po! cy which will carry us through. 
This is a period ot construction and not dcstuction. There is no 
economy in discontinuing a constructive policy and I cannot see 
how we can afford to discontinue any of the work which we as 
an Association have undertaken. 

It is a well known tact that it is impossible for any business to 
stand still. It must either advance or retreat. Let us therefore 
choose between adopting a reactionary policy and retarding the 
work which has already becn begun, or on the other hand con- 
tinuing the progressive policy outlined and ul'imately reaching the 
goal which our breed so justly deserves. 

Certainly under our present pclicy we are carrying the stan- 
dard of the Doddies to the front and we must not hesitate now and 
let the work that has already been laid down go for naught. When 
a series of sales, as those held in Iowa last month, average 
$1,437.82, I believe it should be enough evidence to convince any 
breeder that the Aberdcen-Angus breed is on a sound financial 
basis and that the work being done by our Association is counting 
for success and not for failure. 

Time will not permit me to go into detail in the discussion of 
the various phases of the work now being conducted by our Asso- 
ciation. I shall, therefore, refer to them only in a general way. 

First, by the use of fieldmen we are endeavoring to carry on 
an educational campaign, particularly in new territory. Permit me 
to explain here that it is the fieldmen’s duty to devote their efforts 
to the advancement of the breed as a whole rather than directly 
assisting any certain individuals, unless by so doing they can better 
serve the interests of the breed in general. This seemingly direct 
assistance to some breeders 
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then will certainly grow and bear fruit in its time. w 
right seed.

during our last fiscal year fell so far short of the expenditures as 
to threaten the complete wiping out of ihe surplus fund which had 
been gradually built up during a period of over thirty-five years.

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Here is Some Real Early Top Steer History 


Too often the average 
farmer, or the beginner with 
pure ‘bred live stock is apt 
to think of pure breds as 
something for the “indepen- 
dent” farmer, who merely 
“keeps” pure breds to grati- 
fy a whim, or to advertise himself by showing a herd under his 
name. Such is far from the truth as regards the Aberdeen-Angus, 
however; and it has always been quite the opposite from the start. 
The Doddie pure breds have always been kept by farmers who 
took up the breed and stuck with it because it fitted most econom- 
ically into their schemes of farming. There have been few Aber- 
deen-Anegus “fanciers” who stayed long in the business or did much 
with the breed. 

In looking back over the work of early breeders who are still 
in the business, one is surprised at the sound, practical work with 
commercial steers done by these men; they wrote steer history at 
the stock yards before they did much of anything in show rings 
or at selling pure bred seed to their neighbors. Also, they used 
their knowledge of steer feeding and the demands of the market in 
picking out bulls to head their herds and advance their cattle. 

Take the case of A. A. Armstrong, Camargo, Illinois, who has 
been in business probably as long as any one in Illinois. Ask Mr. 
Armstrong about his success in developing bulls and how he man- 
ages to pick such good ones, and he looks embarrassed and floun- 
ders a little in attempting to answer. It’s something that was 
second nature to him and he had never given it any particular 
thought. He “just picked good, thick, straight bulls of quality 

‘ such as he knew would sire steers to top markets.” Pause and 
recall the senior yearling 
bull that stood at the head 
of his class at the last In- 
ternational, as well as 
Broadus Norwood 3d, first 
in the senior class at the 
1918 International, and 

ou have a picture of the 

ind the Armstrongs raise. 
Recall, also, Idolmere, 

and champion bull at 
the 1919 International, 
and you know that Mr. 
Armstrong has an eye for 
the right kind, for that’s 
one he bought to head his 
herd, later selling him to 
a Tennessee breeder when 
he had used him a season 
or two. 

History of Aberdeen- ¢ 
Angus Cattle, by MacDon- .. 
ald & Sinclair, published 
in the Old Country, de- 
votes considerable space 
to the early steer feeding 
for shows and markets in 
this country. The follow- 
ing extract touching on 
Mr. Armstrong’s work is 
worthy of reprinting here: 

“The year 1901 also 
added lustre to the Aber- 
deen-Angus breed. We are 
here tempted to turn aside 
and take a glance at the Pittsburgh show, and recall the capturing 
of the single steer championship by Mr. A. A. Armstrong, Camargo, 
Illinois, and the winning of a second steer prize by Mr. Chas.

true; Mr. C. L. Taggart is his name and he resides at Washington 
in the state just named. Mr. Taggart has consented to tell in hic 
own way the story of his calves and to indicate the degree of his 
enthusiasm for Aberdeen-Angus cattle prefaces his story with a 
little news item.

“Happy Mose came in 
June and ran with his dam 
in the pasture until De 
cember with nothing aside 
from his dam’s milk and 
what little grass he ate. 
He was not given any spe 
cial care until March 11th, 
at which time he was 
weighed and given quat- 
ters of his own and start- 
ed on a balanced ration 
At this time he weighed 
480 pounds and _ along 
about the middle of No 
vember he weighed 1030 
; pounds, making a gain of 
600 pounds in a few days over nine months. He never refused to 
feed during the time he was being fitted for show and had one of 
the best dispositions I ever saw in an animal. 

“His grand dam has produced eight steers; three have been 
grand champions in their class, two champions in their class, two 
second prize winners in their class and one now being fitted for 
next ‘year’s shows. 

“Near the end of the feeding period I felt sure he would pre 
sent a carcass of beef that would be hard to improve upon, either 
in conformation or quality. It was certainly very gratifying to 
have two expert judges award him such high honors in 
classes. ‘. , 

“For an animal to fully come up to one’s expectations 18 me 
of the greatest pleasures of live stock feeding, and the man Wit 
does not follow the steer that he fits for the carcass show to the 
very end has deprived himself of a lot of valuable knowledge.

The big, fundamental idea 1s 
that all breeds are presented fairly and squarely to the youthful 
minds without any bias of unscientific minds to start the young- 
sters off wrongly. In the college courses, all the Animal Husbandry 
students get to work on specimens of the various breeds in their 
classes, and practically every college tries to present the breeds 
equally as to numbers, breeding and quality. The college boys may 
be green when they first begin handling cattle in the rings, but 
by the time they have visited the International Exposition a time 
or two and watched the college cattle at their own colleges for 
four years, they just about know which breed to choose.

DOES IT PAY TO ADVERTISE? 
TOO MANY BREEDERS FAIL TO CONSIDER THIS. 


Had not the Editor believed with all his heart and soul that 
upon publicity depended the degree of success to be ultimately 
attained by the breed of Aberdeen-Angus cattle, he surely never 
would have slipped under the burden of seeing to it that the cam- 
paign was properly and adequately carried on. Our career has as 
yet been very short, nevertheless our experience in Aberdeen- 


Angus affairs has broadened and deepened wonderfully in this 
short space of time. Having been interested in Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle since “Charlie” Escher Jr. gave us our first Interternational 
sale catalog order way back some fifteen years ago. Since that 
date we have had the pleasure of becoming quite familiar with all 
the ins and outs of the business and the good and bad points of 
the individual cattle themselves. It has been the privilege and 
pleasure of the Journal and its field organization to “get together” 
many successful sales, the events covering individuals, groups, car 
lots and whole herds. We are more than pleased with the manner 
in which breeders generally are relying upon our columns for their 
wants. 

For instance here comes a letter this morning from one of our 
good readers saying: “I am in the market for 50 or 75 head of 
well bred ‘grade’ Aberdeen-Angus heifers and young cows not over 
five years old. I do not see anything of this kind advertised in 
your columns, only in Wisconsin or South Dakota.” This good 
man’s location is such that he can hardly afford to ship these 
cattle from the territories mentioned. However, we believe that 
he could well afford to do this very thing.

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The Breeding of Doddis in Western Canada 


The questions have been asked: 
“What is the greatest Aberdeen-An- 
gus sire in Western Canada today, 
and what sires have had the greatest 
impression on Aberdeen-Angus breed- 
ing in this country during the past 
ten years?” These are natural ques- 
tions to ask at this stage of the 
breed’s development in the prairie 
provinces, and it is fitting that we 
should pause to reflect on the latter question, since a story of the 
progress of any breed or herd within a breed is largely a discussion 
of its leading sires. While there is much Angus history relating 
to this area that lies beyond this decade, it cannot be said that we 
had many sires before that time that exerted a great influence on 
Canadian, and particularly Western Canadian bred Doddies. 

There are other questions, too, that arise in the minds of fol- 
lowers of the Aberdeen-Angus breed. Has our greatest sire made 
a great record in Western show yards? It will be remembered 
that Bowman’s Elm Park Wizard and McGregor’s Evereux of Har- 
viestoun were contending with one another tor championship hon- 
ors as aged bulls in 1914. Which of these bulls proved the greatest 
sire of prize winners? We are reaching the stage now when we 
can look back over the achievements of some great bulls that may 
have passed from history, but whose get are among the leading 
producers and headers of our herds today. 

The writer real’zes that it is impossible to state definitely 
which has been the greatest sire, because it is an impossibility to 
put any definite value or rating on a sire, inasmuch as some of the 
best of them never get into the hands of men who will give them 
a chance, or who will bring their get out on the show circuits, 
where they will have an opportunity to give an account of them- 
selves. However, the show ring and sale ring are the best index 
that we have of a sire’s worth, and it is really only through the 
winnings of his get at shows and exhibitions, and the prices that 
they have brought in the sale ring, that the attention of the public 
is attracted. Feeling that such was the case, I rated the sires that 
have been used in Western Canada according to the winnings of 
their get on the Western fair circuit during the past five years. 

The awards in this breed at our large exhibitions and bull sales 
during the.past five years have been tabulated; the breeding of 
the animal has been identified and the sire of the animal given 
credit for first, second, third and championship award as the case 
may be. It will be seen that the winnings of the bulls themselves 
have not been taken into account in giving them a rating, but mere- 
ly the winnings of their get. Different values were put on these 
various placings, and by totalling up these scores, I have been able 
in a purely statistical way to set a value on these different sires, 
and in some measure have been able to answer the above questions. 
It must not be concluded, of course, that only those bulls that re- 
ceive mention in the list below have been and are working improve- 
ment in the breed in this country, because as has already been men- 
tioned, the get of many really good bulls have never been exhibited, 
and as a result they have never attained more than a local reputa- 
tion. Neither must it be concluded that the rating which some of 
the bulls receive is an exact indication of their merit, because some 
of these have only been represented at a few shows, or on one sea- 
son, while others have been represented repeatedly and several 
years in succession. But there can be no disputing the fact that the 
sires that are mentioned have contributed the best blood that has 
been in evidence in our Western show rings during the past ten 
years. 
The photographic records that accompany this survey are val- 
uable, inasmuch as some of them are the only ones in existence of 
bulls that are either dead or not in condition to be photographed. 
Some of them have been located only after searching high and 
low, while others are enlargements from snapshots or reproduc- 
tions from catalogue illustrations. It is only after participating 
in a search for such a collection of photos that it is possible for one 
to appreciate them at their true worth. One has a right to ask, 
“Why did not the Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Association have pho- 
tographs taken of these bulls when they were in their show form 
and have them published in their herd books?” As years go on 
these photographic records become more valuable; the herd books 
would be of value as history rather than being merely a tabulation 
of abbreviated pedigrees. Some pitiful stories might be told in 
connection with the collecting and preparing of the ~hotographs as 
they appear on the opposite page. On being asked for one of Elm 
Park Wizard, the bull that stands second on the list, Mr. Bowman 
replied that he did not have a picture of the bull, and did not think 
that there was one in existence, but enclosed a blotter bearing the 
bull’s photo, and from which he thought a print might be made.

with this article that might be discussed here. In reviewing ¢ the 
Aberdeen-Angus winnings on our fair circuit during the past suin- 
mer, it was necessary for me to refer to the official catalogues 
issued by the various exhibition managements for the benefit of 
spectators and those around the judging rings. The object of these 
catalogues I take it is to identify and supply information regarding 
the animals in the ring. Carrying out the statistical idea which is 
used in this article, three out of the five main exhibitions in the 
West issued a catalogue that is of some real value to a ringside 
critic or a stockman who is interested enough in the animals to 
look up their breeding; the other two catalogues give only the nam 
of the animals and the name of the exhibitor, but give no inform. 
tion regarding the breeding. Such a catalogue is of little use to 
the ringside critic at these larger exhibitions who looks farther 
than the name of the animal and exhibitor, and who wants to know 
the breeder as well as the sire and dam. The up-to-date catalogue 
should contain this information. As has already been mentioned, 
three of these catalogues were of real value to me in connection 
with the tabulations which were made. This thought has occurred 
to many, no doubt, as they have watched interesting classes being 
judged at these fairs. 

The winnings in the Aberdeen-Angus classes have been secutel 
from the files of the Farmer’s Advocate; it was not possible to se- 


cure this information from the Angus herd books. While I realiz 


that the herd books are not published primarily for the purpose of 
assisting in making breed surveys, yet, if this material were in- 
corporated in the herd book each year, together with photographs 
of prize winners, it would make the book a much more valuable 
addition to a breeder’s library. I respectfully take this opportunity 
of bringing these two matters to the attention of breeders ani 


fair managers who may chance to look over this statistical record. | 
The tabulation which appears below shows the result of this | 


investigation and brings out the following interesting points- 

First—Edward of Glencarnock has sired more winners of im- 
portant prizes at Western Canadian shows during the past five 
years than any other bull. The majority of the animals in Mt. 
McGregor’s herd during the past few years have been sired by this 
bull, unless it be this year, when the get of his son, Blackeap 
McGregor, were particularly conspicuous. Edward of Glencarnock 
is still the main herd bull at Glencarnock Farms, he is hale and 
hearty, and it is just possible that the next few years will not 
materially alter his position on the roll of honor. It is pleasing 
to note that a Canadian bred bull heads this list.

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A Review of the 1920 Live Stock Market 


The most Rigi. 
e of the price situa- 
ange respect to beet 
steers early in the year 
was the wide spread, al- 
most $10, between the av- 
erages of the best and the 
common grades. The sharp price decline 
on the three upper grades resulted in losses 
on them amounting to $4 and $5 per 100 lbs. 
by the end of February, whereas common 
steers held fairly steady. The range was 
thereby narrowed as the season advanced. 
Following the February break prices stif- 
fened during March and the first half of 
April, but the lower grades scored the great- 
est gains in the upward movement. This ad- 
vance ended April 17, prices reacting 80c to 
$1.40 the next week. The market then stif- 
fened on the lower grades, with the result 
that the price spread reached the narrowest 
limits of the year during May, being about 
$3 between the average of common steers 
and that of choice and prime. Prices on all 
grades experienced one of the sharpest rises 
known to the trade during June, when an 
advance of $1.90 to $3 widened the spread. 
This advance culminated by the middle of 
June on the lower grades but continued 
dually on choice and prime steers until 
October 16th, when the average for these 
grades reached $17.75. From this high point 
prices on the best grades broke sharply, 
with practically no reaction, until the end 
of the year found the average price of 
choice and prime steers slightly less than 
$18, compared with $19.25 when the year 
opened, a decline of $6.25. 

By the middle of June common steers 
made a total advance of slightly over $3 
from the January low point, but at the end 
of the year they had declined to approxi- 
mately $1.50 above the year’s opening. 

After a net average advance of 45c over 
the beginning of the year and $1.45 over 
the February low to the average high of 
$10.88 during the week of June 12, butcher 
cows declined steadily to an average of 
$6.68 during the week of December 18th, a

net average decline of $3.65. The year end- 
ed with the weekly average at $7.09. 

Cows and heifers of the canner and 
cutter class made an average advance of 
95c from the January opening and $1.10 
from the February low to the high point 
of the year during the week of June 12th 
when the average was $6.69. Canner steers 
in the same period advanced from $6.88 to 
$7.70 after reaching an average low of $6.68 
the week of February 28. From the June 
high points canner steers declined $3.35 and 
cutter and canner cows $3.10 to average lows 
of $4.35 and $3.58, respectively, made during 
the week of December 18th. The year end- 
ed with net average advances of 55¢ over 
these prices.—U. S. Dept. of Agriculture 
Market Reports.

Grazing National Forests. 


Grazing at present is the principal 
source of money return to the government 
from the national forests, says the secre- 
tary of agriculture in his annual report to 
the president. He continues: 

“Since 1915 the grazing fees have been 
doubled, with the view of making them com- 
mensurate with current rental rates for 
neighboring private lands of the same char- 
acter. When the existing rates were estab- 
lished the users of the range understood 
that they would remain in effect for five 
years and many of the grazing permits 
were issued for this period. The value of 
grazing privilege on many ranges subse- 
quently advanced, and a considerable senti- 
ment in favor of an immediate further in- 
crease in the fees developed. The good 
faith of the government would be impaired 
by this course. And, to advance the fees at 


this time would add to the 
instability of the national 
forest live stock industry 
which has_ been. brought 
about by existing market 
conditions, and would be 
; : neither just nor good pub- 
lic policy. No policy has been laid down by 
Congress for the guidance of the department - 
in the exercise of the administrative dis- 
cretion, with which it has been vested for 
15 years, to determine the conditions under 
which the use of the range may be per- 
mitted. 

_ “If Congress desires to prescribe such a 
policy, it should not take effect until after- 
1923, when the existing leases will expire. 
Even in the absence of legislation, the de- 
partment will make a classifcation of the 
ranges and fix a new scale of charges, to 
be imposed in 1924, under which the fees 


-will represent the actual. grazing value of 


the particular portion of the range used by 
each permittee or group of permittees. Be- 
fore the new scale is determined, an oppor-. 
tunity will be given the local associations 
of national forest range users to submit any 
data regarding the fairness of the proposed 
fees which they may desire to present.”

Rapid Progress in “T. B.” War. 


_ Conspicuous among the efforts of the 
United States Department of Agriculture 
to suppress animal diseases during the past 
ear has been the excellent progress in tu- 
erculosis eradication. The accredited herd 
plan, under which cattle passing a series of 
official tests receive appropriate recogni- 
tion, has met with — support from 
live stock owners and State sanitary offi- 
cials. During the fiscal year ended June 
30, 1920, a total of 695,364 cattle were test- 
ed. Of these, 28,616 reacted and were re-- 
moved. The number of accredited herds at 
the end of the year was approximately three 
times as large as on June 30, 1919. The 
records show also that in addition to fully 
accredited herds, 16,599 other

Michigan Aberdeen - Angus Breeders’ Meeting

The Michigan Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ 
Association, one of the most successful and 
wide awake State Live Stock Breeders’ As- 
sociations of the country, held a two days 
annual meeting at the Michigan State Agri- 
cultural College at E. Lansing, Mich., on 
January 13th and 14th, during the State 
Live Stock Breeders’ Week at that institu- 
tion. The two days session opened with the 
annual meeting ot the Angus Breeders’ As- 
sociation on the afternoon of the 13th, which 
was attended by a large and enthusiastic 
body of breeders from all over the state. 
This was followed by a banquet at the Hotel 
Kerns. 

The following day a show of Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle was held in the judging pa- 
vilion of the college, which was followed by 
a sale of pure bred Angus cattle contributed 
by the leading breeders in the state. 

At the Association meeting Mr. Alexander 
Minty gave a talk on, “The Growth and De- 
velopment of the Association.” Dr. K. J. 
Seulke of the American Aberdeen-Angus 
Breeders’ Association discussed Marketing 
Pure Bred Live Stock. Other subjects dis- 
cussed were date and location of the Annual 
Spring sale, futurity classes at the State 
Fair, community showing and advertising.

the coming year: 
President—Alexander Minty, Ionia, Mich.

At the banquet held at the Hotel Kerns a 
stranger on the outside would no doubt have 
thought that some hidden treasures of pre- 
prohibition days had been discovered in the 
remote corners of the hotel’s unused wine 
cellars and brought out for this special oc- 
casion. Such, however, was not the case as 
the conventional demi tasse was the strong- 
est liquid refreshment. The bubbling wit of 
the toastmaster, “Bob” Mackey, of the De- 
partment of Animal Husbandry of the Col- 
lege, (whose equal has never been uncov- 
ered) challenged the metal of the assembled 
diners and they met him with a zest that 
kept tears rolling down the faces of all pres- 
ent from start to finish. These Michigan 
boys know how to enjoy themselves and how 
to work and laugh together that can only 
mean success in all they undertake. 


At the show the following day James 
Curry of Marlette, Mich., won the aged cow 
class with the cow Rose 3d of Burnbrae, that 
later sold to the Michigan Agricultural Col- 
lege for their breeding herd. The class for 
females one year and under was won by 
Wildwood Farms on Heatherlass of Wild- 
wood. She also was later purchased by the 
college. In the class for bulls any age Wood- 
cote Stock Farm won first with Enthusiast 
of Woodcote, which later was sold to head 
the herd of M. C. Baker of Flint, Mich. 

The sale which followed was one of the 
cleanest and snappiest, strictly cash sales, 
seen for many months, and while the aver- 
age of $228.00 on 31 head was not extreme- 
ly high, the majority of the cattle sold well, 
and many new herds were founded. Mich- 
igan and Ohio buyers took the entire offer- 
ing, although New York and Connecticut 
bidders were the runners up on quite a few 
of the tops, going home empty handed. 

Col. J. P. Hutton cried the sale in a mas- 
terly fashion and deserves much credit for its 
success.

later by some of his get from the 
Lacombe Experimental Farm, where he 
headed the Angus herd for a _ num- 
ber of years. In the spring of 1919 he was 
sold to Alex. Stoddard, Stettler, Alta., and 
in March of this year he died on this farm. 

Third—J. D. McGregor has bred three of 
the fourteen sires of the leading prize win- 
ners at Western Canadian shows during the 
past five years. These are Edward of 
Glencarnock, Blackcap McGregor, and Mar- 
shal of Glencarnock. Glencarnock Farms 
have been directly responsible for ten of 
these fourteen sires having a position on 
this list. They have either bred them, used 
them as herd headers, or have shown some 
of their get that have been consistent win- 
ners. 

Fourth—Regarding the two bulls, Ev- 
ereux of Harviestoun and Elm Park Wiz- 
ard, the survey shows that the latter sired 
more winners of important prizes at West- 
ern fairs during the last five years than 
Evereux of Harviestoun. While this cannot 
be disputed, the fact remains that the form- 
er has sired more bulls that have found 
places at the head of good herds in Western 
Canada than any other Aberdeen-Angus 
bull.

Fifth—Five of the fourteen leading sires 
of prize winners at Western fairs during 
the past five years are Canadian-bred, sev- 
en were bred in the United States, and two 
were imported. 

Sixth—Edward of Glencarnock has one 
son, Blackeap McGregor, in the list of four- 
teen sires that lead all others as sires of 
prize winners at Western fairs during the 
past five years. 

Seventh—Evereux of MHarviestoun has 
one son, Marshal of Glencarnock, in the 
list of fourteen sires that leads all others 
as sires of prize winners at Western Fairs 
during the past five years. 

Eighth—Leroy 3d of Meadowbrook, the 
bull appearing in ninth place, is the sire of 
Edward of Glencarnock, the bull that 
stands at the head of the list. 

Ninth—tThe blood of Oakville Quiet Lad, 
the sire at the head of the herd of Congdon 
& Battles, Yakima, Washington, and a bull 
that is regarded as one of the greatest ever 
used in America, has not been strongly rep- 
resented at our Western fairs during the 
past five years.

The item 
is taken from the Drovers Journal of above 
date and makes the comparison of qualities 
and prices: 

“No choice yearlings were reported. One 
load of steers and heifers averaging about 

50 lbs. sold to a local smaller packer at 
$9.00 and some, lightweight steers, just be- 
yond the yearling class, sold at $9.25. 
Cheaper yearlings sold at less advance and 
some purchases looked scarcely any better 
than Monday. 

“Steers sold at a tep of 10.50 for a full 
load. They were mostly Herefords from 
Fulton county, Ill., and sold for shipment 
to a Boston packer. Nine head of 1355-lb. 
Angus steers from Illinois sold to Wilson 
for shipment east at $10.65. <A load of 
1260-lb. Herefords from Mercer county, IIl., 
sold to the New York Butchers at $10.00 
and a load of 1528-lb. Herefords from the 
same place sold to Armour at $9.80. Two 
loads of heavy Shorthorn steers averaged 
1547 and sold to an eastern order buyer at 
$9.90. There were several sales at $9.85 
and a number of others from $9.00 to 
$9.80. These kinds showed the extreme ad- 
vance of the day. Some of them looked 
fully 25¢ to 40c higher than Monday or the 
low time last week.”

Colorado Breeder Named ’em Aberdeen- 

Angus. 

I am glad to be able to say that our 
“A, A-A. B. Ass’n” has been able to spread 
over the Western Continent an immense 
number of the “best breed of BEEF CAT- 
TLE on earth” as I am the originator of 
the name under which the have been spread 
and are now known. When I first started 
breeding them (in IOWA), they were called 
“Polied Angus, Polled-Aberdeens, Polled- 
Scots, Scotch-Blackies, Scotch-Moolies,” 
etc., and in November 1882, I wrote a letter 
to The Breeder’s Gazette of Chicago, sug- 
gesting that we start them off here in Am- 
erica with a new and distinctive name, 
“ABERDEEN-ANGUS” which will fairly 
represent them and designate their deriva- 
tion, as they were originated by the Wat- 
sons in Aberdeen-Shire, Scotland, and 
brought to the front by the Earl of South- 
esk in County “ANGUS” Scotland. The 
Breeder’s Gazette printed my letter in their 
December 1882 number, and backed up my 
request by saying that they would theve- 
after refer to the Breed as “ABERDEEN- 
ANGUS” and ask all others to do the some, 
and thereatter the Breed was so called. 
Then in 1883 I drew up the Articles of In- 
corporation of The American Aberdeen-An- 
gus Breeders’ Associaticn as now used, and 
was one of its first Broad of Directors. 

I dispersed my first herd in 1892 and sold 
the best samples of the herd to W. A. Mc- 
Henry of Denison, Iowa, who inade a grand 
success in exhibitions of the Breed.—Abner 
Graves, Denver, Colo.

As a rule, better stock means better 
homes and better homes better stock. There 
are exceptions, of course, but when ‘you 
think of the one, it is very likely that you 
think of the other also. 

Even if you are making no effort to 
grow high-grade stock or pure breds, you 
are apt, after taking more pride in your 
home and your buildings, to take better 
care of the ordinary stock on your farm. 
An expert con get better results with less 
fuel from an old and poor heating plant 
than a slipshod person will get from a high- 
grade outfit. The most money is not always 
made with the highest grade or pure bred 
animals. There are some men who make 
really good returns by handling good grade 
animals in an intelligent, practical way. 

The thoughtful farmer knows that the 
only profitable animal is the well cared 
for animal. Many a man who is not at 
heart very kind has learned the lesson— 
so far as éattle are concerned—that the 
exercise of consideration and gentleness 
means the saving of dollars. Very few 
men are mean enough to be mean when 
they know it hurts their pocketbooks. Any- 
one who gets the notion that it pays to sive 
the best possible attention to the animals 
he has, even if poor, will not need much ar- 
gument to convince him that better-bred 
stock will yield him stil! better results. 

In some of the older-settled regions of 
the United States, there are men who have 
stock that is bred well enough but has been 
handled in so shiftless a way that the ant 
mals might just as well be scrubs. In 
some of these cases the advent of an “up- 
and coming” neighbor has worked a change 
in conditions. ay 

In the more progressive communities, 0 
ganizations—county breeders’ associations, 
extension workers of universities and cout 
ty agents—have worked wonders and plo: 
duced splendid results. Boys’ and_ girls 
live stock clubs have been able to bring re 
forms that no other agency could reach. 
Occasionally the older men who have never 
had very good ways and have become set in 
them are reached onlv through the kiddies.

Governor Small Appoints B. M. Davison. 


. Davison was born on a farm near 
Ps lll., in 1872, which farm pnd 
owns and is cultivated under his persona 
jrection. 
pec his early manhood he taught 
school for a period of three years and while 
thus engaged studied law under the able 
tuorage of Judge John Scholfield, who 
made such an enviable record on the su- 
preme bench. Mr. Davison was admitted 
to the bar in 1897 and through his ability 
and personal magnetism, .as a member of 
the firm of Davison & Bartlett, quickly se- 
cured a profitable practice. He was elected 
State’s Attorney of Clark county and held 
the office for four years, much to the satis- 
faction of his constituents. 

In 1912 he was elected a member of the 
State Board of Agriculture and as a result 
of his intense appiication and the deep in- 
terest he gave to State Fair matters this 
Board elected him its secretary at the death 
of Mr. Dickerson in 1915. That he was 
eminently qualified to assume the duties of 
the office is evidenced by the fact that he 


was the unanimous choice of the State Fair.
